White light, the light from the ™n, 
is a mixture ol red, orange, yellow. 
£rren, hluc, and violet. 

All these components of white tight 
travel at the same speed from the jun — 
186,000 miles a second. 

But if you shoot a beam of while light 
through a glass prism, all the compo- 
nents separate and travel at different 
speeds. 

Prove this, as Sir Isaac Newton 
originally did in 1666, by holding a 
prism in a narrow beam of sunlight 

entering a Jarlcettcd rnom.
